WASHINGTON, May 22 —The bill amending the 


Thurman sinking fund act, the bill forfeiting 
the Oregon Central land grant, the congres- 
sional library bills and the educational bill 
were pressed upon the house for consideration.

A BILL establishing a civil government 


for the far-away territory of "Alaska has 
passed both houses of congress.

A governor is to be 
appointed, who shall have authority to 
see that the laws enacted for the district 
are enforced. The governor is to be by 
virtue of his office commander-in-chief of 
the militia, with power to call it out when 
necessary for the due enforcement of the^ 
law. A district court is to be established, 
which shall hold at least two terms in the 
year, one at Sitka and the other at Wran- 
gel. A district attorney, a marshal and a 
clerk are also provided for, and authority 
is given for the appointment of four 
commissioners, with the powers and 
jurisdiction of commissioners of United 
States circuit courts. The general laws 
of the state of , Oregon are declared to be 
the laws of the district, so far as the same 
may be applicable.

Promising for Dakota. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—Crop reports received by 


the Farmers' Review up to May 19 h are to the 
effect that the conditions for both corn anc 
wheat are better, but the genera! situation is by 
no means reassuring as yet. Winter wheat i 
beginning to head and spring wheat is growing 
•\yell, with generally good prospects. In Illinois 
certain sections report improved indications for 
Winter wheat, but the crop for the state at large 
promises to fall abort. There is a fair average 
of spring wheat and the prospect is fair, but 
corn planting is greatly delayed. Michigan 
predicts a small wheat qrop and harvest two 
weeks later. In Minnesota and Wisconsin the 
prospects have improved the past two weeks 
Kentucky and Tennessee report improved wheat 
prospects, while certain counties in Kansas pre- 
dict not to exceed half a crop.

Preemption and Tree Claims. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16—A report has 


been submitted to accompany the bill reported 
from the house committee on public lands 
providing for the repeal of the preemption and 
timber culture laws and amendment 
of 


the homestead laws. The committee say: "We 
believe it would be policy for the government 
to give those of onr citizens who are without 
homes such amount of public domain as will 
make them comfortable homesteads where they 
enter npon it in good faith and make it their 
homen and cultivate and live upon the same for 
a fixed period of time, and we believe 160 acres 
should be the u.aximum. Udder the preemption, 
homestead and timber culture laws as the now 
stand, one" persi n may become owner of 480 
acres of public domain—160 acres nnder each. 
This is too large an amount of land, in onr 
opinion; for any one person to acquire in this 
manner. We 
think 
the 
policy of 
the 


government should be to furnish as many of 
its citizens with comfortable homes as long in 
future as possible, and 160 acres is unfficint for 
this purpose. By giving them this amount it will 
not be many years until onr public domain will 
be taken np. The preemption law was passed 
in 1841, the homestead law in 1862, and the 
timber culture act in 1873. 
Whenjthe home- 


stead law was enac'ed the preemption law 
should have been repealed. 
The tirnbar cul- 


ture law should never have been passed.

have therefore in substitute provided for the 
repeal of the preemption and timber culture 
acts and amendment of the homastead law.

Deputy Sheriff Griffin returned frcm Steele 


Tuesday evening with Mrs. Von Dnren and the 
saddle of the pony, which it was claimed she 
was endeavoring to take away from its rightful 
owners. Mrs. V. D. was seen by a TBIBUNE 
reporter Tuesday afternoon and gave her side 
of the story, which was substantially as follows:
